Several Unusual Dishes May Be Made From Squash or Pumpkin. 


(Prepared by ths L'nltecl States Department 
of Agriculture ) 


Either pumpkin or squash may be 


used in the following recipes, which 
suggest a number of out-ot'-the-ordl- 
nary dishes made from the- sliced or 
canned vegetables 'in addition to pie. 
The recipes have been tested by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 


To prepare the pumpkin or squash 


cut It open, remove the seeds and 
stringy portion, and pare. Very young, 
tender squash, of the round white or 
yellow crookneclwd varieties may be 
cut up and cooked without paring. 
When 
baking 
Hubbard 
squash or 


pumpkin it may be cut up into three- 
Inch squares clean of seeds and baked 
without paring, rind side <down. One 
of the most satisfactory methods of 
cooking pumpkin or squash Is by 
steaming it till tender In a colander 
or steamer over boiling water. Cooked 
In this way It Is less watery than 
when boiled. 
Pumpkin or Squash as a Vegetable. 


In addition to plain mashed steamed 


pumpkin, seasoned with butter, salt 
and pepper, 
or baked squares of 


pumpkin, this excellent vegetable may 
be served creamed, glazed or en casse- 
role. 


Creamed Pumpkin. 


Cut the pumpkin meat into strips 


about half an inch thick. Steam or 
boil 
until 
partially tender. Place 


strips in baking dish and coat each 
piece with a sirup made by boiling 
together : 


cup sugar 
cup water 
1 tablespoon butter 


Corn sirup may be used in place 


of sugar. Tlace hi ihe oven and cook 
until brown. 


Diced Pumpkin in Casserole. 


Cut the raw pumpkin into small 


pieces, place in 'glass osserole dish, 
or any 'baking dish with a cover.

RiCE'lS GOOD FOR CHILDREN 


Cooked in Milk, It Has Rich flavor 


and Is Particularly Nourishing— 


Fine for Lunch, 


Rice cooked in milk has a richer 


fla\or than when cooked in water, 
and is 'particularly nourishing and 
wholesome for children. As a school 
lunch dish the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture suggests that rice 
may be sened with tomato sauce and 
grated cheese, as 'the main dish of 
the meal, or with maple sirup or 
crushed fresh fruit as dessert. 


One cup of rice will absorb a quart 


of milk when cooked slowly in a 
double boiler. First wash the rice 
thoroughly in several waters so as 
to remove all loose starch, then drop 
it slowly into the hot milk, and add 
one teaspoonful of salt for each cupful 
of rice. Cook the rice until the grains 
are soft when pressed between thumb 
and finger, or for about thirty min- 
utes. 
Remove the lid of the double 


boiler during the last part of the 
coooking, so that the grains will sep- 
arate. 


BROILING STEAKS OR CHOPS 


"Pan Broiling" Is Cheaper Way, Sug-

In hroiling stenks or chops do you 


use the gas broiler or do you "pan 
broil" them? The United States De- 
partment of Agriculture says the lat- 
ter is the cheaper way. Heat the fry- 
ing pan sizzling hot, brush it with 
just enough fat to keep the meat from 
sticking, turn the meat quickly from 
side to skle to retain all the juices. 
Meat cooked in this way is often more 
juicy than when broiled in theioven.

The. troubles of the East Berlin 


RR. were explained Thursday after- 
noon to Comptlsafoneii Rilling, during 
the hearing before the Public Service 
Commlmion of the application of U. 
L. Glatfelter. of East Berlin, for per- 
mission to operate as a common car- 
rier between East Berlin. 
and York. Glatfelter is a 
ufacturetf with factories at East Ber- 
lin. Abbottstown and Winchester, Va. 
He is also president of the East Ber- 
lin RR. and has occupied that office 
since the road was reorganized in 
1916. While the application wa» made 
by Glatfelter personally, the railroad 
official explained it is planned to form 
a company of railread stockholders 
who will take over the proposed bus 
line. 


Glatfelteii testified the railroad! must 


have relief or go into bankruptcy. 
Ninety per cent, of the income is de- 
rived from car load freight shipments. 
It is proposed to abandon passenger. 
express and small freight shipments 
and reduce the number of trains from 
twelve a week to three. Patrons1 of 
the road will be served by the new 
bus line which? will operate from East 
Berlin south to Abbottstown and Han- 
over while a branch line is proposed 
into York to accommodate Abbotts- 
town and East Berlin merchants who 
buy most of their goods there. At 
present connections^ are made with the 
W. M. railroad at Berlin Junction, but 
Glatfelter alleged W. M. trains are so 
far behind schedule that it may take 
as much as three or four hours to 
make the short trip by rail. 


J. M. Danner, station -agent at East 


Berlin and general manager of the 
railroad, gave net income of the East 
Berlin road as follows: 1916, $250; 
1917, $1130.16; 1918. $470.75; 1919, 
$624.15;' 1920. $623.11; 1921, $520.32. 
Largely because of the high price of 
oal he said the railroad lost at least 
$2,000 in J1922. No dfc<dends have 
teen paid at any time he added and 
in addition the president, secretary, 
treasurer and general counsel of the 
road all serve without pav. The stock

BOTH HELP AND HINDRANCE 


Movements of Glacier Have Uncovered 


and Also Hidden Vast Deposits 


of Minerals. 


Glaciers both help and hinder the 


miner, says Dr. Milnor Roberts, dean 
of the Washington State school of 
mines. The great ice rivers of the past 
have laid bare rich deposits of ore in 
passing over the mountains. The mines 
of British Columbia offer many In- 
stances of ores formed at 
lower 


depths, but now appearing unweath- 
ered at the surface. Their change of 
relative .position has been brought 
about through erosion and a final 
sweep by the ice. 


But while the glacier has in the ages 


gone laid bare the riches of the moun- 
tain, just as one might cut awa$ half 
a'n apple and expose the seeds to view, 
the surviving glaciers of today do* not 
always help the prospector. A nrospec- 
tor near Doubtful lake, Wash., used to 
dig through glacial ice for some dis- 
tance before striking his vein in the 
solid rock. By next sea'son his tunnel 
through the Ice had moved down the 
valley a little distance and he had to 
drive another one. He soon had sev- 
eral useless blind entrances lined up 
In a row.

powder. Roll quickly, cut* with a large 
cutter and bake in a moderate oven 
until well browned. 


Grandmother's Cookiea. — Take one 


cupful of unsalted butter, cream It 
with one cupful of granulated sugar, 
using a wooden spoon. Add one cup- 
ful of sour cream, one cupful of New 
Orleans 
molasses 
and stir' until 


smooth. Add one-half teaspoonful of 
cinnamon, 
one-quarter 
teaspoonful 


each of alspice -and nutmeg, one-half 
teaspoonful of salt %nd two teaspoon- 
fuls of soda to the flour. Use' as lit- 
tle flour as possible; chill the mixture 
first, which will aid in the rolling out. 
Pat one-third, of an inch in thickness 
and cut out with a large cutter, five 
inches in diameter. Place on tins and 
bake in a moderate oven with the 
greatest care. They are a luxury but 
are worth the cost.

Their 
bodies may not be bowed down with 
physical suffering, but there are many 
bowed down with the burden of sin 
and sorrow. 


2. Called to Jesus (v. 12). He la al- 


ways quick to discern those who are 
burdened. He spoke a word of heal- 
ing to her. How welcome must have 
been His words. He is calling today 
to the many who are weighed down 
with guilty consciences to come to 
Him.

At His touch she was made 


straight and glorified God. It was not 
enough to teach. He showed His sym- 
pathy by coming into touch with the?

III. 
The Indignation of the Ruler 


of the Synagogue (v. 14). 


Under the pious pretense of loyalty 


to God he showed that ritual is of 
more importance than mercy and love. 
It was not primarily concern for ritual, 
but hatred for Jesus that moved him to 
indignation. He .was too cowardly to 
attack the Lord directly, so turned to 
the people and hit at Him over their 
backs. 
He pretended great concern 


for the healing of the people but ad- 
vised that they come in the six days, 
and not thus have the Sabbath pro- 
faned by such a saerilegious'Nact as 
the boiling of this poor woman. This 
man is the type' of the many hypo- 
crites among us -today. 


IV. The Lord's Reply to the Ruler 


(vv. 15, 10). 


Jesus removes the mask of hypoc- 


risy from1 the ruler as He1 points ^out 
their own custom as a condemnation 
of their pious pretense. He argues 
from the lesser to the greater. If it ' 
was right to take animals which had ' 
only been tied for a few hours, to 
water on the Sabbath day, certainly 
It was right tc bring relief to this 
woman who had been bowed for eight- 
een years. 
Human beings are of-. 


more value than animals. This wom- 
an was a daughter of Abraham and 
not a sinner of low-down character. 
The principle which Jesus set forth 
restored the Sabbath to its true pur- 
pose. 


V. 
Shamed Adversaries and Re- 


joicing People (v. 17). 


The tide was now turned. Their ex- 


posure was so great that their con- 
sciences smote them. The arguments 
against morals and the church are of 
the same type today.
